Judge Gray yesterday aftcrnoqn Dr. 
Roberts faid today that a comparison 
nf fatalities on all railroads in the 
TTr.itcd State?, with these in <"!:» an- 
thracite fields show that 2.5 per 
1,000 railroad employes are killed 
annually while 3.5 per 1,000 
em- 


ployes were killed in the anthracite 
industry. The fatalities, switchmen, 
ling-men nnd watchmen, in 1900, he 
.vtated to 'be 5.3 per 1.000 as against 
5.5 per 1.000 among- 
miners 
and 


their laborers working 
inside 
the 


mines. 


The question of arriving at a fair 


price on rock in connection with coal 
mining, Dr. Roberts said was one 
that could be adjusted only by the 
mine employes and the companies. 


NOT HARD HEARTED. 


He said it was far from the truth 


tc characterize 
the 
operators 
as 


hard-hearted and unjust nnd as seek- 
ing constantly to grind men do\vn 
to the last penny of wages, as had 
been charged. 


Dr. Roberts declared that the men 


in 
the southern anthracite district 


voted to stand by their brothers in 
the northern district on the question 
of insisting on the recognition 01' the 
union and also on all other -points- -^u tn~elea<ling mills c»f this character 


in tihe country. 
An offer was made 


by the local committee, but members 


they do not expect it to be ac- 


cepted. 


Discussing the matter, one 'of the 


gentlemen said today: "Yes; we made 
the trust an cifsr on our plant, but I 
do not believe it will be -accepted, for 
our attitude amounted1 to practically 
a withdrawal from the field. 
We 


raised in the Shamokin convention. 
Answering further questions by Mr. 
Wolverton, Dr. Roberts said he un- 
derstood that dissentions had occur- 
red between miners and their helpers, 
the latter claiming that the miners 
left him at nn unreasonable hour 
and imposed on him the whole of the 
labor. 


ANTI-UNION AGITATORS. 


After reading1 from a lengthy arti- 


cle by Dr. Roberts in the Yale Re- 
view, on the labor situation in the 
•hard coal fields prior to the 
strike, 


the witness said in elaboration of 
•what he had written, that by inves- 
tigation regarding the laborers form- 
ing' an independent organization, he 
found that movement was chiefly a 
rising by the non-union men. 
''I 


do not know what was the motive of 
their action," said he, "but it seems 
that they were instigated 
to move- 


ments of this hind by parties opposed 
to the organization of labor." 


"If the conditions in the bitumi- 


nous regions," inquired Mr. ,Wolver- 
ton, "are tetter than in the anthra- 
cite fields, why did the men who left 
the hard coal regions during 
the 


strike return to the anthracite fields 
after the strike?'' 


The response was that they did so 


because of social and family ties, but 
upon being pressed for the 
reason 


which influenced 'bachelors to return, 
the witness said: 
"It would depend 


upon whether or not he had a sweet- 
heart." 


"You think that might 
influence 


him?" inquired Mr. Wolverton. 


"I think it would be a very great 


inducement," said Dr. Roberts. 


The examination turning on the 


amount of care ex&rcised by the min- 
ers in their work, Judge Gray re- 
marked that there is always a mar- 
gin of human carelessness which 
must be taken into account. 


VIOLENCE DURING STRIKE. 
;ir. Wolverton read 
a 
long - ab- 


stract from Dr. Roberts' writing's 
which recited numerous instances of 
violence, intimidation 
and boycott 


committed by the members of the 
union, particularly the Slavs during 
the 1900 strike. 


"The effort of putting the control 


el" contracts between employer and 
finploye under the 
local 
unions,' 


said Mr. Wolverton, "would be to put 
them in the hands of an organization 
which you say is controlled by Slavs 
who have no respect for persons or 
property?" 


"I did not say the organization 


was controlled by Slavs," was the 
icply, "or that they were in the ma- 
jority." 
He added that from thirty 


to forty-five per cent 
of the mine 


workers r.re Slavs. 


Dr. Roberts, in 
his examination 


ports of violence had been greatly 
exaggerated.
